The Allies, when their armies 
were being beaten back in France 
and in Russia, and when Servia 
was invaded, said to the public : 
‘Don’t mind these things, we will 
win ultimately. The Central 
powers have convinced the Ger- 
man people that eVery great’ mili- 
tary advance was a step toward 
victory, and that because there 
have been so many of them the 
Central powers have been victor- 
ious. 

This is the peace situation at 
the close of the second year of 
the war, according to the view 
in Berlin. It raises many ques- 
tions. Would Wilson be accept- 
able as a mediator or, if not Wil- 
son, then the next president ? 
Would Germany insist onthe 
peace terms she has outlined ? 

answers depend on snemeg 
events. They will be influence 
by military developments. The 
election in the United States 
will have its effect.

It is impossible to dis- 
cuss peace terms in papers, but 
privately the people are prepar- 
ing themselves for any peace con 
ferences that may develop. They 
will be as prepared for peace as 
they were for war. 

So far as Germany .is concern- 
ed, the president of the United 
States, whether he is Wilson or 
the Republican nominee, will be 
welcome as a_ peace mediator, 
provided he does not come forth 
with a defmite programme and 
demand peace along the lines de- 
sired by people in America. 

The only requirement of the 
German people regarding a peace- 
maker is that he be ‘‘fa‘r.”’

The hotels which to’run 
without the bar have discovered, 
tather to their surprise, that 
their places are paying proposi- 
tions, when ‘service’ has beeg 
made the keynote of the manage- 
ment, and as much atténtion is 
being paid to the comfort and 
convenience ‘of the gtiest and the} 
upkeep of the dining-room as was 
formerly given to the efficiency, 
equipment and supply of ‘the bar 
for the entertainment. of the 
drinking element. 

The ‘bank managers said that 
the increase iri the savings bank 
deposits were so ,marked that 
the only possible catise to which 
it could be attributable was pro- 
hibition. One of them made a 
rough estimate ‘that sapproxi- 
mately $100,000 of an increase 
had been made in the total - of 
deposits in all the banking in- 
stitutions in the city since the} 
first of the month. This is more 
than one million dollars a year 
actually saved by the citizens of 
Calgary. 

“In addition there have been 
several ‘new deposits, aggregat- 
ing possibly $100,000. This. is 
only an approximate estimate. 
It ‘may be more and it may be 
less, but it is at least a con- 
siderable sum. 

It is a significant thing that 
‘many of the soldiers at Sarcee 
camp have opened bank accounts 
‘and are now as busy paying 
‘money to their credit as they 
‘were in passing it across the bar 
‘in ante-prchibition days. 

The bankers were unanimous in 
‘declaring that mever had collec- 


*|tions been so good. Merchants 


and business men generally were 
taking up their notes at matur- 
ity instead of asking to have 
them extended. 

Doctors and professional men 
generally said that fever in their 
experience were back accounts be- 
ing paid up as they were since 
July 1. Bills which had been 
given. up as hopeless were being 
settled in full. Patients and cus- 
tomers, instead of asking for 
credit, were far more likely: to 


pull-out a‘ -plethoric "bank “roll: « 


from their jeans and pay for the 
service rendered on the ‘spot. 

Of course, the good crop of 
last. year and: the prospect of an- 
other splendid harvest in the 
province this year has much to 
do with it, but the’marked man- 
ner in which - payments - have 
jumped sinces July 1 makes it 
plain that the closing of the bars 


-|has had much to do with it. 


Some of the restaurants, on 
the other hand, have been a little 
disappointed as far ‘as their own 
participation in the expected 
profits were concerned. They had 
hoped that the former custiomers 
of the bars would come into 
their places of business and order 
meals instead of drinks. Appar- 
ently, the class of men whose 
patronage was looked for have 
gone home instead and given 
their money to their wives or; 
their landlords. 

One prominent restaurant man 
said that they did appreciate the 
fact that they no longer were 
pestered with drunks who came 
into the place and had to be 
ejected somehow, with  unpleas- 
antness all around. Under the 
‘‘wet’’ regifre the casual drunk 
was areal nuisance in the res- 
taurant and caused much loss. 
He has vanished, and this alone 
makes prohibition a popular in- 
‘stitution in the restaurants. 

However, they blame the day- 
light saving by-law for some of 
their troubles.
